The better to appreciate the comparison, it 
should be observed in connection with the ta- 
ble above, that the population of Massa- 
chasetts in 1840 was, according to census, 
710. The population of C iout at 
the same period about 310,000, From the 
table, we find the sum total, paid by Con- 
necticut to the three treasuries, to 
$61,263. During the same period Mass. 
pad #123,754. On these data we make a 
proportion, as the amount of money paid 
by Mass. is to the amount paid by Ct., so 
should be the population the former to 
the latter. But the proportion in figures 
stands as follows: 123,754: 61,263: 737,- 
700: 365,185. Hence we see Ct. in pro- 
portion to its population gives more than 
Mass. But it 1s said in reply that Mass. is 
weighed down with an inactive mass of Uni- 
tarianism. C ticut has b 65 and 
70 Puseyite Episcopal churches: a mass as 
dead as that resting on Mass. In a word 
Massachusetts pays, to the individual, the 
sum of 16 cents and 7 mills; Connecticut 
19cents and 7 mills. But take another view. 
At the Controller's office in Ct. the sum total 
of the Grand List of Ct. for 1840, has been 
found to be $4,012,995. This grand list, 
so called, is the reduced value. Some of 
the real valuation enters into it at6 per cent., 
some at 4, and some even at 3, But for the 
sake of convenience, suppose it to ayerage 
Sper cent. The valuation of Ct. from this 
data, amounts to 880,259,900, equalling 
#259 to each person in the State. The last 
valuation of Mass. amounts to 299,878 329 
dollars, equalling $409.40 each individual. 
Massachusetts therefore, is the richer State, 
in proportion to its population, by one third. 
And yet our charity in proportion to Ct. is 
as 17 to 20. Or yet another proportion ; as 
the valuation of Mass. is to the valuation of 
Ct, so should be its donations to those of 
Ct. But here follows the proportion in fig- 
ures. 299,878,329: 80,259,900: 123,754: 
33,121. But this last propertiopate sum is 
only a trifle more than one half the dona- 
tion from Ct. made to the three societies 
brought to view in the table. Ct then does 
more in proportion to its wealth than Mass. 
From the above calculations and facts, 
we see no reason to complain of Ct., but to 
double our diligence. May the smiles of 
heaven rest upon our sister State.

The convicticn is increasing among intelli- 
gent men, that the Bible—the pure..inspired 
word of God—inust have a higher place in the 
intellectual culture of the world, This is re- 
quired, not only by the interests of religion, 
biit by the interests 6f intellect: No other 
truth can be more healthful and silutary tothe 
mind than God's truth. Nor is the difficulty 
of introducing the Bible so’ great as many 
timid, time-serving christians seem to imagine. 
The British Government im India have not 
always been wise im this matter, In their 
schools in conquered Provinces of Burmah, 
they do not introduce the Bible, lest it should 
keep away the Burmese children. But the 
missionary schools there use the Bible. Here 
then is a fair « tunity to test the question 
as to the pra bility of retaining the schol- 
ars, and yet teaching the Bible. Does the 
Bible, in the missionary schools, drive all the 
Burmese childeety away to the government 
schools, where the Bible is not seen? So far 
from this, that Mr. Howard, who has bad 
charge of a school in Maulmain, in which the 
Bible has been used for nine years, wrote in 
May last, “The proportion of Burmese chil- 
dren, compared to those of other classes, is 
twice as great in his school as im the govern-

Considering ‘how long and how successfully the 
great lesson of entire religious liberty has been 
taught and exemplified in this country, it is cer- 
tainly strange, that the world is so slow to learn 
what Coleridge calls “the true policy, namely, to 
privilege and perpetuate that which is best, to tol- 
crate the tolerable, and to restrain none but those 
who would restrain al] and subjugate even the 
state itself.” Yet even that mighty man could 
see no prospect of full toleration but in the preva- 
lence of an unbelieving spirit. “It isa fact,” he 
exclaims, “ and a melancholy fact it is, that toler- 
ation then, first. becomes practicable, when indif- 
ference has deprived it of all merit.” That his 
“melancholy fact,” however, is quite factitious 
and fictitious appears pleinily enough emong us, 
where religious indifference is neither the seed 
nor the fruit of religious freedom. 

‘To the native American it seems to be a self- 
evident truth, that the mind is free. But the full 
extent of this truth is nowhere else admitted or 
seen on the face of the earth. In every place 
opinion is fettered, though there have not been 
wanting those who have seen the futility of the 
practice; and who have said, “that human rea- 
son, when the fit of free inquiry is upon it, is in 
truth like a wild beast; the smaller the cage in 
which you confine it, the more fiercely it will 
rage.” Even so long ago as the year 1570, that 
wise ond prudent emperor, Maximilian If, said to 
one of his prelates: “There is no sin, no tyranny 
more grievous than to affect dominion over men's 
consciences ; and they who do so, go about to in- 
vade the tower of heaven.” The learned Con- 
yregationalist, Caryl, told the intolerant Presby- 
terians of the Long Parliament, that “forcing 
conscience, is taking anti-christ’s broom to sweep 
Christ's house with.” And even in these later 
times, the imperious Napoleon could say :—* My 
dominion ends where that of conscience begins.”

Nor do they 
know how exélusive is their privilege in this re- 
spect, and how little the doctrine of the soul's 
freedom is acknowledged in the world. If these 
matters were better understood, we should more 
gratefully cherish our free institutions ; and ven- 
erate the memory of our fathers, those great apos- 
tles of liberty, to whom we are indebted for them. 
And more than this ;—we should watch over them 
with holy and loving jealousy at a ‘time like this, 
when the excessive influx of foreign immigrants 
threatens the purity and permapency of these safe- 
guards of freedom.

American Association of Cieologists and 
Naturalists, 

This association, numbering among its mem- 
bers many, if not most of the distinguished scien- 
tific men of our country, was in session, in our 
city, during the whole of lest week. Since the 
last meeting of the association, the President, Dr. 
Amos Binney of this city, has died; Prof. Wm. 
B. Rogers of the University of Virginia, was clio- 
sen to fill the vacant office. The meetings of 


the Society were open to the public, and were | 


held in the Hall of the Lowell Institute (late 
Marlboro’ chapel.) Among the distinguished gen- 
tlemen present we noticed Prof, Silliman of Yale 
College, Pres. Hitchcock of Amherst College, 
Com. Wilkes, commander of the Exploring Expe- 
dition, Prof. Agassiz of Switzerland, and Prof. 
Heury, Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Some six or eight papers or essays were read on 
each day, on some scientific subject, and frequent 
discussions followed the readings of the papers. 
Many of these communications were of a technical 
rather than a popular character, and would not be 
interesting to the general reader, Prof, Henry 
read a paper on the plans and objects of the 
Smithsonian | which will be of general 
interest.
